States government at 'the request of 
Presidents Kruger and Steyn, has of- 
fered to the British government its 
services as mediator with a view to 
bringing about peace in South Africa. 


Lord Salisbury has not replied, but a 
representative of the Associated Press 
learns there is little doubt out he will 
decline the good offices: 


He will do so, however, in terms aa 


cordial and oolite as those in which the 
offer was couched. 


The representation made to Great 


Britain was so put that it assumed 
nothing of the desire to intervene,' but 
simply transmitted the 
communica- 


tions made to the United States by. 
Consul Hay at Pretoria with accom- 
panying aasurfances that anything the 
state denartment could do in the in- 
terests of peace \\ould be gladly un- 
dertaken. 


The well known aversion of the 


British government to any foreign in- 
tervention does not appear to have 
been aroused, and while Lord Salis- 
bury will doubtless say he is unable to 
comply with the offer, he will also 
probably express an appreciation of 
the United States' efforts in behalf of 


humanity. 


The offer of mediation springs from 


Pretoria, where Consul Hay, with oth- 
er consuls, subsequent to Presidents 
Kruger and Steyn sending a peace ca- 
blegram to Lord Salisbury, were asked 
to endeavor to secure the good offices 
of their respective governments appar- 
ently with the view to bringing outside 
influence upon Lord Salisbury's reply 
to the Boer overture's. 


These seem to have been fruitless, 


except in the instance of the United 
States consul, whose representations 
to Secretary Hay were forwarded 
March 12, to the United States embassy 
at London with instructions as out- 
lined above. 


These Mr. White, charge de'affaires, 


personally presented to-^Lord Salisbury 
who received them cordially but with- 
out committing himself to any defin- 
ite expression of opinion. 


As the Boer overtures have alreadlv 


been answered to the effect that.s'no 
propositions including1 the retention 
of the republic's indeirendcnce could 
be considered, the presentation of the 
American offer was already too late, 
but the premier, apparently deemed 
it a matter of sufficient irnnortance 
to put himself on record with a formal 
reply, which is now awaited.

Foraker Talks of Territorial 


Proposition and Free Trade 


for the Island 


' Washington, March 13.—There was a 
Sharp conflict of opinion between Re- 
publican senators yesterday over Sen- 
ator Foraker's bill providing a form o.' 
government for Puerto Rico. 


The controversy gie\v out of efforts 


to have the bill amended. 
There are 


some membeis who hold that legisla- 
tion for Puerto i^.co for the present, at 
least, should be confined to providing 
for the immediate needs of the In- 
habitants ot Puerto Rico, and not In- 
rlude efforts to establish a form of gov- 
ernment. 
These senators generally be- 


lieve that Puerto Rico should receive 
no favors In the way of tariff reductions, 
and are content to allow the present 
tariff rates to continue until there is 
more time and the senate is better pre- 
pared for the dispassionate considera- 
tion of the question. 
Their Jdea is to 


leave the island in tha control of the 
war department. 


Senator Forater met the proposition 


tit inactivity with a declaration that if 
It was persisted In he would not only 
Hrop the bill now before the senate, but 
•would introduce as & substitute for it a 
measure providing f»i- the organization 
of the island as a territory, giving it all 
the officers and ail the privileges and 
Immunities, as Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Arizona; not only making Puerto 
Edcan people full fledged citizens of the 
•United Statea, but also establishing 
complete free trade between the island 
and the United States proper. 
His 


further purpose, as he outlined it, was 
to introduce it as an amendment to the 
bill passed by the house and now pend- 
ing In the senate, 
appropriating the 


revenues collected from the island for 
JOBS of the people of the island. 


When the purpose of Mr. Foraker be- 


fcame generally known, there were many 
hurried conferences among- the Repub- 
lican leaders, and the Ohio senator was. 
immediately besieged by Republicans 
ef all shades of belief on Puerto Rican 
policy. 


While several of the ftepublicang sup- 


ported his proposition as a. wise one. 
many others contended against it as 
calculated to commit the country to a 
eourse which might be more easily re- 
pented of than remedied. 
They held 


that it would be easier in the future to 
change from a present policy of im- 
posing a tariff to free trade, than it

The censorship here is even more rigor- 
ous than in the newstjolumn, and a large 
quantity of this matter has been cut 
out, including all relating to patent med- 
icines. 
No retail advertisements from 


out-of-town tradesmen will be accepted, 
Mr. Sheldon holding that this would be 
an injury to home merchants. 


The first page today is given up to dis- 


cussions on what Mr. .Sheldon considers 
the most important questions now be- 
fore the world. 
There are four leading 


articles on this page, the first being de- 
voted to the famine in India. 
"Mili- 


tarism" is discussed to the extent of 
about 1200 words, the leading article un- 
der this heading being extracts from a 
pamphlet treating the war evils as a 
disease epidemic in all latitudes, and dis- 
cussing its causes, dangers and cure, 
and urging the religion of Chrisit as the 
only remedy. 
The third first-page story 


is a column and a half symposium on 
the Kansas prohibitory law, and ismade 
up of brief statements from leading pol- 
itician* and educators of the state. 


The fourth ana last and important ar- 


ticle is in the form of a letter to Mr.

persons, a majority ot whom were chil- 
dren, were burned to death at a tene- 
ment house fire, at Morris and Four- 
teenth avenues, about 6 o'clock Monday 
morning. Thirteen bodies were recov- 
ered from the ruins within three hours 
after the flames Cad been extinguished. 
The building wag a three-story frame 
.structure, formerly used as a church, 
but transformed into a tenement house 
with small rooms, scarcely 8x10 feet in 
dimensions^ opening into a narrow hall- 
way on both the second and third floors, 
forming, a veritable flretrap. 


The building in which the fire broke out 


was a veritable flretrap. Jt was old, of 
frame construction, and extended two 
stories above the ground floor. Until 
three or four years ago the structure 
had been used as a church, but it was 
converted into a tenement. The lower 
floor, fronting on 50, 52 and 54 Fourteenth 
avenue, was occupied by three stores, 
and the upper portion of the building 
was divided into 20 living rooms. 


As nearly as can be learned the struc- 


ture wag occupied by 10 families, all 
Italians. Two of the- occupants, A'lto 
Crandanza and one other family, kept 
boarders, and there Is safd to have been 
40 or 50 persons of both sexee and all ages 
in the building when the fire started. 


The police are confident that the fire 


was of incendiary origin, and they have 
arrested Vito Crandanza on suspicion. 


Virginus de Prula and Joseph Frenig 


are being held as witnesses. There was 
a game of cards Sunday night in one of 
the rooms ol the house. Much wine was 
carried into the room and some time 
after midnight there was a violent 
quarrel. During the quarrel, which 
ended without a collision, some one, now 
asserted to be Crandanza, exclaimed after 
he and others had made various threats: 
"I'll send the whole lot of you to hell in 
a few hours if you're not careful." 


After this threat was made the card 


party broke up and from that time until 
nearly 5 o'clock the inmates slept un- 
disturbed. A few minutes before 5 
everyone in the building was awakened 
by thp roar of flames. They found the 
fire burning at the foot of the stairs lead- 
ing from the first to the second story. 
The hallway and the stairs were burning 
fiercely, cutting off the only egress from 
the upper floor, on which six families 
lived. It also cut off the escape by the 
door for those who lived in the rear part 
of the first floor. Those in the basement 
were in no danger, as the fire was above 
them. 
<• \"} 


Some one escaping" from the basement 


or the first floor, it is supposed, pulled an 
alarm box on the corner. The whole 
neighborhood was awake in an instant, 
and from the burning building came 
agonizing screams and calls for help. 
By the time the firemen reached the 
scene the building was wrapped in 
flames, and those'who had not escaped 
were dead or doomed. They must have 
died within a few minutes, for the fire 
rushe-d through every room in the frail 
building within 10 minutes. 


There was great excitement about the 


scene. Men, women and children who 
escaped 
from 
the burning building 


rushed about almost naked looking for 
their relatives. For a time it was 
thought there were many more lost than 
events, later provea, because several 
naked children were picked up by neigh- 
bors and carried indoors. Thus fathers 
and mothers missed their children and 
rushed screaming about. The police and 
neighbors quieted the frightened ones. 
They were gotten into shelter and the 
police made a census and reunited 
families after a couple hours, of hard 
work. 


The fire lasted only a few minutes, for 


the firemen drowned it out easily. The 
search for the dead began within 20 
minutes after the alarm sounded, so 
quickly was the fire conquered. 


The stench of roasted flesh coming 


from the ruins was sickening. The first 
body found was that of Mrs. Boldi. Close 
by her lay the charred remains of her 
7-year-old daughter. Then followed dis- 
covery after discovery, until 13 bodies 
were found. Mrs. Casillo was found 
with her two children clasped in her 
arms. The little boy's face was buried 
in her breast and the baby she had thrust 
beneath her night gown in a vain en- 
deavor to save it from the flames. 


A wagon load of pine boxes arrived 


from the morgue and four hours after 
the fire broke out the first wagon load of 
filled boxes started away for the morgue. 
It was noon before the search for the 
bodies was ended, and by that time 
every bit of the debris had been gone 
over most carefully. 


There were still many missing, but 


they were accounted for in various parts 
of the city during the course of the day. 
While the search was going on a man 
died at the city hospital, where he had 
been taken after the firemen arrived and 
found him lying on the sidewalk. He 
had leaped from the second story and his 
skull was crushed, in. 


In case Crandanza or any one else 


should be convicted of setting fire to the 
building the only penalty possible is 
death by hanging. The law holds that 
an incendiary setting fire to a building 
and death resulting, even if he had no 
intention to kill, is guilty of murder in 
the first degree.

UNTOLD 
TORTURE 


Chatham. Mass., March 13.—Thp three- 


masted schooner which was reported oft 
Pollock Rip in distress proves to be the 
schooner William P. Hood, from Phila- 
delphia with a cargo of 1000 tons of coal 
for Boston, and which was given up for 
lost with all on board. She was boarded 
yesterday by tb« Orleans life saving 
crew, which tried eo set her under the lee 
of the Handkerchief shoals, but 
the 


wind headed them off and they were 
forced to anchor at Pollock Rip. 


Afterwards. Lieutenant faparrow sent 


out the Nonomoy life saving crew and 
they boarded her about noon, returning 
last nig-ht. Captain Bldredge of

station states that he found the schooner 
in a terrible plight. The crew were ex- 
hausted and suffering greatly 
from 


frostbites and lack of food and sleep. Not 
one of them was in condition to work, 
and the schooner was< leaking badly and 
covered) with ice, under almost bare 
poles. 


Captain Worden of the schooner told 


the following story: "We left Philadel- 


j phia on Fe-b. 6 and had a succession of 
i very heavy gales all "Ae time up to the 


Delaware breakwater. We were then in 


I a distressed condition and tried to make 
i a harbor, but in spite of our efforts we 


were driven far out to sea by the gale. 
We finally worked back to the coast just ] 
in time to get caught by the great storm I 
of Feb. 24, in which we suffered terribly. 
All our sails were blown away and the 
deck was swept clear. After that the 
schooner g-ot into the trough of the sea 
and nearly foun/Sered. She was badly 
strained and leaked considerably, while 
the men had to keep constantly at the 
pumps. 


"Tons of ice had. formed on the deck, 


and it seemed many times as if the ves- 
sel would sink with its weight. The 
crew suffered untold torture with the 
extreme cold. During the days which 
followed^ in the midst of the gales, she 
had three different sets of sails blown 
away and is now wearing the remnant I 
of a fourth set. The decks are white i 
from the continual washing of the sea. j 
One boat was smashed at the davits and 
one seaman badly hurt by being struck 
by the flying splinters.

Facts Concerning Tlieir Civilization 


In tlie United States. 


Before leaving Washington I asked 


Miss Reel, the superintendent of In- 
dian education, how much money the 
Indians spent for bends and other 
gewgaws these days in comparison 
•with the money that is being devoted 
by the 'government to their education. 
Bays the Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Record. 


"As the Indians buy their gewgaws 


and articles of finery from post traders 
and others out of their annuities or al- 
lowances for other purposes,'1 she re- 
plied, "it is impossible even to approxi- 
mate the amount of money that goes 
to personal adornment. 
They are be- 


coming civilized, however, and have 
made much progress in their style of 
dress. Excluding the members of the 
five civilized tribes and the Indians in 
Alaska, there are 183,947 Indians in 
the United States, of whom 00,050 now 
wear citizens' dress wholly and 40.U05 
In part. The tepees are rapidly disap- 
pearing and being replaced by com- 
fortable cabins. 
The Indians cannot 


readily sell their wares unless they 
are prepared crudely or decorated after 
the method of their savage ancestors. 
That retards development. 
Many of 


them have artistic ideas and mechan- 
ical training, yet to dispose of their 
handiwork they imitate the primitive 
designs of their foreiathers. 
They 


are going back to beaded leggings be- 
cause curio huuftrs will pay more for 
the rude auil gaudy articles.

old fashioned pottery bells better, and 
porous jugs are preferred because they 
keep the water cooler. 


"It is difficult, at times impossible, to 


overcome the prejudices and conserv- 
atism of the Indians. 
Not only is this 


an obstacle in the work of inducing 
the adults to undertake farming, stock 
raising and other profitable pursuits, 
but w'e encounter it in our schools. 
where the young Indian, wbo is will- 
ing to accept and carp for a en If, is rid- 
iculed by the other children and called, 
'squaw.' The work of the white man 
is regarded as servile, and the Indian 
children come to us prejudiced against 
it. We are gradually removing the old 
ideas, are making Uie children ambi- 
tious and are Instilling the advantages 
of individual owuprsliip in their minds. 
A number of the children now own cat- 
tle, help upon the farms and show a 
progress which, in my opinion, will be 
more fan-caching In results than has 
followed the higher education of some 
of those at tho normal schools."

The work of collecting and manag- 


1 ing the preliminaries of the exhibit of 
canned fruits and vegetables was ac- 
complished by Colonel G. B. Brackett, 
poniologist of the department of agri- 
culture on the United States commis- 
sion of the Paris exposition. Colonel 
Brackett was assisted by Mr. William 
A. Taylor of his bureau. The exhibit 
will include, aside from the commer- 
cial features of fruit and vegetable 
growing, a rare collection of orna- 
mental plants and flowers, as well as 
samples of American landscape gar- 
dening, in model and actuality. 
The 


main portion of the exhibit will be in- 
stalled in the palace of horticulture, 


i while the remainder will be in the 


open air in the form of growing plants 
and specimens of landscape work. 
Colonel Brackett has charge of the en- 
tire horticultural exhibit of the United 
States. 


In canned fruits |here will be a num- 


ber of sections to the large exhibit 
covering practically the whole range 
of fruits commercially canned In the 
United States. 
Some of the leading 


ones are apples, apricots, cherries, nec- 
tarines, peaches, pears, plums, straw- 
berries and raspberries. These exhib- 
its will be displayed mainly in tin in 
the usual commercial packages, but 
the products of some of the leading 
canners of the east and of California 
will be displayed in glass jars. Amer- 
ican canners have only recently begun 
to pack fruits extensively in glass, but 
they are rapidly replacing the import- 
ed article in glass incased fruits and 
preserves with the home product. It is 
believed that the American exhibits in 
this line will compare very favorably 
with the foreign exhibits in glass. 


In connection with the exhibit of 


canned fruits in glass there will be 
shown several specimens of fruit jams 
and preserves. These will include sub- 
tropical fruits, such as figs and guava 
paste and jellies, as well as those made 
from the apricot, the peach, the plum 
and the numerous berries commonly 
used in jaminaking. One item of espe- 
cial interest in the exhibit will be a 
display of figs in glass. The figs come 
from Mississippi, where the prepara- 
tion of this fruit Is made a specialty. 


In the exhibit of canned vegetables 


the leading articles will be sweet corn, 
tomatoes, peas, beans and asparagus, 
though a number of other vegetables 
will also be shown boti in tin and in 
glass. There will also be large exhib- 
its of catchup and pickles. One rather 
unusual feature of this exhibit will be 
bottled unfermented grape juice, an 
article which is now largely made in 
this country and comparatively 
un- 


known in Europe. 


Peaches, apricots, apples, nectarines, 


plums, prunes, figs and raisins will 
comprise the principal ex!'' :t in dried 
fruits. 
The display from California 


will of course fc* ifich in raisins and 
prunes, of which Stoat state now pro- 
duces a large proportion of the home 
supply and also furnishes considera- 
ble quantities for export 
The most 


Important display from the east in 
the dried fruit exhibit will be the large 
Showing of evaporated apples In all 
commercial grades from the finest 
stock down to the dried cores and 
skins which are exported in considera- 
ble quantity to European countries for 
the manufacture of Jellies and other 
fruit products. 


The exhibit of evaporated vegetables 


will be a rather small one, some 20 va- 
rieties only being shown, including po- 
tatoes, carrots, onions, etc. 
Most of 


the exhibits in this line were collected 
from the Pacific c<!i*'i, 'where the de- 
mand for dried ve&^ables for use in 
the Klondike has resulted in a very 
considerable production- in this line 
during the past two or three years. 


Large exhibits of American grown 


nuts, such as the almond, pecan and 
walnut, will be shown In connection 
•with the fresh fruits displayed in the 
palace of horticulture.

000 francs. The republican guard, ac- 
sording to the correspondent of the 
New York Sun, will be drawn upon to 
supply 500 foot policemen and 300 
mounted men. The latter will be on 
duty at the 30 gates of the exposition 
grounds. Six hundred men have been 
selected from the regular police force 
and gendarmes, and they will be un- 
der the command of 12 sergeants, 50 
corporals, 4 inspectors and 4 captains.

Harvard to Give a Doctor's Decree 


to Sir. Swormlnadhln. 


The degree of Ph. D. is seldom con- 


ferred by the faculty of Harvard uni- 
versity upon any candidate who has 
not studied for two or three years at 
the university, but within a short time 
an exception will probably be made in 
favor of Subharama Swarminadhin, a 
high caste Brahman who has been a 
student at Harvard scarcely three 
months, says the Cambridge corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun. Swar- 
minadhin has just passed the special 
oral examination given by a committee 
of the faculty during a part of two 
days, and upon the approval of this 
thesis, which deals with the "Adminis- 
trations of Oriental Law by British 
Tribunals," will receive his degree of 
Ph. D. One of the examiners said In 
reference to the Brahman's oral exam- 
ination that his preparation was phe- 
nomenal and that he passed with high 
credit 
If his thesis is passed, Mr. 


Swarminadhln will become doctor of 
philosophy in jurisprudence. 


No one at Harvard has any recollec- 


tion of a Brahman ever studying there 
before, and the man upon whom the 
degree Is about to be conferred Is re- 
garded as possessing a wonderful In- 
tellect He entered the university of 
Madras, India, In 1892, when only 14 
years old, and received his A. B. four 
years later. Having been instructor in 
physics for two years at Madras, he re- 
ceived the degree of A. M. and then 
traveled extensively through Europe, 
spending considerable time In Ger- 
many, and ultimately entering the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. There he re- 
ceived In 1898 the degree of LL. B. and 
a year later the degree of B. S. Last 
year he was called to the bar In Lon- 
don and was admitted to Gray's Inn.

When the Nile reservoirs planned by 


the great Willeocks were first made 
known to the world and it was found 
that he, although offering six or seven 
sites for his cyclopean designs, really 
only highly recommended one, the con- 
struction of which would wipe out the 
island of Philse, the loveliest spot on 
the Nile, there was a universal howl 
of opposition, writes John Ward, F. S.

STATES MEDIATION 


P -me very interesting gossip is hang- 


•' 'T upon tongues in Washington rela- 
t.'-e to United States mediation Be- 
iv.een Great Britain and the Boers. It 
is understood that the United States 
government is now intimating its wil- 
lingness to act as mediator between 
the Boers and Britons to see if there 
will r.nme in response the intimation 
that such mediation will be acceptable 
to both parties. There is a belief tha+ 
Consul Hay at Pretoria may have been 
chosen by the South African republic 
as the channel through which to com- 
municate with Great Britain. We shall 
know shortly. The senate has aske.l 
the p^sident for information as to the 
alleged Boer appeal to the powers and 
the British ministry has promised to 
parliament information on what would 
be acceptable terms of peace. But it 
may be accepted Great Britain will 
listen to no terms that will include the 
independence of the Transvaal and the 
risk of the development of conditions 
such as brought about the present war. 
After so much bloodshed and so much 
waste of treasure Great Britain is cer- 
tain to demand that she be- supreme 
In South Africa. 
Mediation, with 


Great Britain making this demand, is 
out of the question unless the South 
African republics have decided to lay 
down their arms and throw themselves 
on British magnanimity, reinforced by 
the moral influence of the powers. 
Though President Kruger must now 
understand that there is no hor>e of 
forcible Intervention by the powers, 
and though he must now understand 
that there is just as little hope for the 
success o5 his arms, it is not likely 
that he is prepared to consent to what 
would in effect be uncorMlitOTial sur- 
render. If there is no hotie for his 
saving anything from the wreck he will 
probably make the thing cost the Brit- 
ish as much as possible.

An Uncomfortable Place 


A well known admiral has asserted 


that, even with a moderate gale and 
sea, 
an armor plated cruiser, If go- 


ing against the wind, will find herself 
in conditions similar to those of a 
storm—at least, the crew will have 
that impression. 
The movements of 


the steru of the ship are violent and 
very disagreeable. The waves, pushed 
by the advancing prow, sweep con- 
tinually over the ship from bow to 
stern. All windows and portholes must 
be closed, and air reaches the lower 
decks, when the heat increases un- 
bearably, only through artificial ven- 
tilators. 
With the exception of the 


specially protected command bridge 
all the uncovered portions of the ship 
are impassable. Thus the whole crew 
must bear as well as they can the in- 
ferno of the closed decks. 


In such a ship no one can feel com- 


fortable, and when there is a storm, 
in which a sailing ship would feel com- 
paratively at ease, the crew of an 
armor plated ship imagines itself to be 
in n heavy hurricane, which threatens 
destruction every minute. The long, 
narrow fore part of the ship, which is 
not borne lightly by the water and is 
rendered extremely heavy by the ram 
and armored deck and the cannon and 
torpedoes, forces the ship in a high sea 
to pitching and rolling which are of a 
kind that cannot be described.—Pitts-• 
burg Dispatch.

Horrible 
Death of Mrs. 


Charles Mattison of East 


Brooklyn Street Today 


DRESS CAUGHT FIRE FROM STOVE 


Body Burned to Crisp When Flames 


Were Extinguished. 
Lived 
Sev- 


eral Hours in Terrible Agony. 


Died This Afternoon 


Mrs. Charles Mattison, a young wo- 


man living with her husband and chil- 
dren at 23 East Brooklyn street, was 
fatally burned shortly after 7 o'clock 
this morning, and died about 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, every effort that medi- 
cal skill could make to save her prov- 
ing in vain alter the terrible burns 
she received. 


It was shortly after Mr. Mattison 


went to his work in the Arnold print 
works that her dress caught fire while 
she was working about the stove in the 
kitchen. She was cooking something 
cm the stove and had a very hot fire. 
She used the skirt of her dress as a 
holder to move a kettle, and in some 
way, 
probably from her skirt touch- 


ing the stove below, her dress caught 
fire. 


At first she tried to beat the flames 


out with her hands, but could not do 
this, and screamed for help. A neigh- 
bor rushed into the house, and found 
her a mass of flames from head to foot, 
while several articles in the room, to 
which her dress had set fire as she 
rushed about, were burning". 


The neighbor seized a blanket and 


threw it around her, then carrying her 
Cfut into the open air. By the time 
they reached the yard her clothing had 
burned off, and her body was burned 
to a crisp. 


Other neighbors had reached the 


scene by this time ami extinguished 
the fire in the house. Dr. M. M. Brown 
was sent for. Before his1 arrival Mrs. 
Mattison suffered terrible agony, and 
much of his effort had to be directed to 
aleviating the pain. She was wrapped 
in oil and lint, and then wrapoed in 
cotton, and moved to the hospital as 
soon as possible Every effort was in 
vain, however, and 
this 
afternoon 


about 2 o'clock she died. 


Dr. Brown said that there was not 


an inch of flesh on the body that had 
not burned, and that from the first 
there was almost no hope for her re- 
covery. 


The husband was sent for as soon as 


the accident happened, and was almost 
heart broken on arriving at the home 
he had left so short a time before. 


Their two little children:, one three 


years old and one five months -old, were 
in the room when the mother's dress 
caught fire, the baby'being in a cradle 
in the kitchen. It was strange that 
their clothing- was notifi^ilted when so 
much of the furniture' in the room was 
set on fire from the mother's dress. 


Hearing On State Emblem 


The hearing: on the petition of Mary 


Dana Hicks that the trailing arbutus 
be constituted the floral emblem of the 
state, brought out a large attendance 
of ladies, most of whom are well-known 
members of the women's clubs and so- 
cieties. Representative Adams intro- 
duced the petitioner, Mrs Mary Dana 
Hicks, president of the Massachusetts 
floral emblem society. Mrs. Hicks said 
the matter first ca^e to g-eneral atten- 
tion at the tirr e of tne Chicago ex- 
position, in thi question of decorat- 
ing the state buildings. She read a 
list of 10 states that have taken similar 
action. In this state the matter has 
been brought to the attention of many 
societies and received •vd.th acclama- 
tion. Mrs. Hicl»s presented petitions 
representing about 30,000 citizens of the 
state, and read the names of some of 
the most prominent of these. "Any- 
one who has found this b,|ive little 
flower struggling up through the snow 
will stand up for it. It is representa- 
tive of Massachusetts citizens 
and 


their characteristics," she said, 


Fred Leroy Sargent, a botanist, ap- 


peared in opposition. He said if the 
legislature passed this bill it would be 
inconsistent. If we are to have a state 
emblem, it should be one that has some 
historic association. 
There has been 


no evidence that this plant figured at 
all prominently in the early history of 
the state. It would be teaching what 
is false to bring1 this plant to the at- 
tention of our school children as con- 
nected with our early history. 
The 


trailing arbutus has been recognized as 
the floral emblem of Nova Scotia, and 
it is out of the question for us to adopt 
it. We have no more right to do so 
than we have to adopt the shamrock. 
Until a petition fs circulated in favor 
of other flowers, we can have no posi- 
tive knowledge that it is the most pop- 
ular. In answer to a question, he said 
he favored the adoption of the flag, or 
flower-de-luce as a state emblem.

1868. 
The pastor who married them 


has since died and there is no certifi- 
cate of the wedding other than a note 
of the wedding in the pastor's private 
books, which were produced to sdiow 
the marriage.

and Williamstown.

"It's a river 1,500 miles long, mess- 


Tired in its windings," said the man 
from. New Mexico, speaking of the Bio 
Grande. ' 'For a few miles, at its mouth, 
light draft steamers rnn up from the 
gulf of Mexico. 
Above that it doesn't 


float a craft except at ferries. In the old 
days, when New Mexico was a province 
of Spain, tho people along the river 
didn't even have ferryboats, and the 
only way they had of getting across was 
by fording. For this purpose a special 
breed of largo horses was reared to be 
kept at tho fords. 
When the river was 


too high for these horses to wade across, 
travelers camped on tho bank and wait- 
ed for tho waters to subside. Now there 
are bridges over the river at the larger 
Bio Grande towns, and in other places 
rope ferries and rowboats are the means 
of crossing. 


"In times of low water a stranger 


seeing its current for the first time 
would bo apt to think slightingly of the 
Bio Bravo del Norte, as the New Mexi- 
cans lovo to call the great river. Mean- 
dering iu a small part of a very wide 
channel he would see only a little muddy 
stream, for ordinarily nine-tenths of the 
Bio Grande is underground, the water 
soaking along toward the gulf through 
the sands beneath its channel The val- 
ley, bounded everywhere to left and 
right by mountains or foothills, is sandy, 
and the water, percolating the sands 
down to hard pan, spreads out on each 
side so that it may always be found 
anywhere in the valley by digging down 
to tho level of the river's surface. 
For 


the greater paxt of the year the river 
above ground flows swift and muddy, 
narrowing as it swirls round a sand bar 
and widening over shallows. But the 
thiag that strikes the stranger most 
queerly is its disappearance altogether 
for reaches, many miles in length, of 
its channel, which, except, it may be, 
for a water hole here and there, is as 
dry as Sahara. The river is keeping 
right along about its business, however, 
and where a rock reef or clay bed blocks 
its subterranean current it emerges to 
the surface and takes a fresh start above 
ground, running as a big stream which, 
farther down, may lose itself in the 
sands again. 
j 


"It ig when the floods come down 


that the Bio Grande shows why it re- ' 
quires so big a channel for its all the 
year round use and demonstrates that 
if the waterway were even wider it 
would be an advantage to residents | 
along its banks. It is fed by a watershed | 
of vast area and steep descent, which 
in times of rr.in and melting snows pre- 
cipitates the waters rapidly into the 
channel. In June, when the snow melts 
on the peaks about its headwaters in 
Colorado and northern New Mexico, and 
later in the summer, when heavy show- 
ers and cloudbursts are the order of the 
day, the Bio Grande overflows its banks, 
deluging wide tracts of valley and some- 
times carving a new channel for itself, 
changing its course for miles. Where 
the valley is unusually wide and sandy, 
as below Isleta and in the Merilla val- 
ley, the old channels in which the rivet 
used to flow are plainly indicated in the 
landscape. 


"No one who has seen the great river 


in flood is likely to forget the positive 
ferocity it seems to display as its waters 
sweep all before them, and woe to the 
man or beast who is overtaken by them!

channel, hears his wagon wheels grate

upon the. sand with a peculiar sound. It 
means that the waters are stirring the 
sands benaath Mm, and then, if he 
knows the river, he lashes his horse, 
mailing at all speed for the nearest 
bank, and lucky he is if he reaches it 
safe. The chances are that before he gets 
there he hears the roaring of waters up 
the channel and sees them coming down 
toward him with a front like a wall, 
rolling forward and downward as if 
over a fall, with a rising flood behind. 
Many a man and whole wagon trains 
have been overwhelmed ft. this way, 
and, 
buried in sands or cast away on 


desert banks, no human eye has evei: 
seen them again. 


"The great river has its pleasing and 


romantic aspect, so fascinating that it is 
a saying among people who live in its 
valley that 'whosoever drinks of its wa- 
ters and departs will come again to seek 
them.' Like the Nile, the Bio Grande 
enriches the soil of its valley to tho 
point of inexhaustible fertility. 
Along 


its banks in New Mexico are fields that 
for two centuries have been cultivated 
yearly, yielding great crops, and they 
are as productive today as when they 
first were tilled. Irrigating canals, call- 
ed accquias madras (mother ditches), 
convey water from the river to be dis- 
tributed through little gates to the fields 
of the valley, which it both waters and 
enriches. A trip along the river reveals

Very few children are born cross 


eyed, and almost every mother will tell 
you that this misfortune was due to 
some sickness, a fall or something of 
the kind -which happened when they 
were beginning to walk, when in reality 
the accident or sickness only niarked the 
time that the child first began to use its 
eyes to discriminate small objects, and 
the straining of the eyes to see caused 
them to cross. 


Another reason why many children 


sre allowed to grow up cross eyed is be- 
cause physicians in general 
practice 


have heretofore been so grossly ignorant 
of these subjects that they have in- 
formed the mother that the child would 
probably outgrow this trouble. This is 
a mistake. 
Cross eyes are produced by 


straining the sight and very rarely, if 
ever, are outgrown. Babies sometimes 
have the appearance of being slightly 
cross eyed, owing to the formation of 
the lids when they are very small 
This, of course, may be outgrown. But 
when parents notice their child's eyes 
cross temporarily when looking at an 
object close at hand, even though they 
remain so for a few moments only, they 
will use tha best of judgment in having 
the matter investigated at once. Do not 
think that an operation will do away 
with wearing glasses in these cases, for j 
glasses almost invariably go with an ' 
operation, and you cannot change this 
matter, however much you may wish to 
do so.—Dr. W. L Seymour in Omaha 
World-Herald.

He obtained the book and made it 
up, adding it correctly. He returned 
and had a note., asking1 that the money 
be paid, as Mr. Quinn needed the mon- 
ey to g-et goods from the freight house. 
Mrs. Hargraves did not pay. but when 
Mr. Quinn visited her the next day was 
angry at the previous day's proceed- 
ings. Mr. Quinn knew nolhinr about it 
and reported the matter to the r>oh'ce. 


The boy also obtained, with a note, 


25 cents from Mrs. William Boynton 
on the pretense that her h| sband need- 
ed the rioney. The lad tried to get 
$1.50 
from William Roche, clerk at 


Hammond's bakery. He had a note 
saying the proprietor of the store need- 
ed the money for change. His story 
did not seem plausible and the money 
was nnt <fiven him.

It seems probable from news that 


comes from Waltham that Annie Sel- 
lers, alias Susie Simmons, who robbed 
Jewelers in this city and Pittsficld, and 
after being held for the grand jury for 
it was put on probation, has not been 
cured of her tricks, and that she is 
still looking for jewelry, in much the 
same manner that she worked the game 
on local jewelers, a woman who is be- 
lieved to be the same one went into 
three jewelry stores in Waltham last 
week and did her bes: to secure pos- 
session of some rings. The vomaji's 
actions in the first store aroused sus- 
picion, and she was watched too close- 
ly to be able to secure anything. Tele- 
phone messages were then sent to the 
other jewelers, from the first, and in 
each of the stores that she went into 
she was watched every second of the 
time from her entrance till her de- 
parture. In each she tried unsuccess- 
fully to work the handkerchief game, 
dropping her handkerchief over some 
jewelry on the show case, and then 
picking up the jewelry with the hand- 
kerchief. 
In each place she ordered 


several articles 
held for her, saying 


that she would be * later to pay for 
them. It is needless to say that she 
did not return. 


It is a curious coincident that a 


short time before the woman's 
at- 


tempt a Pittsfield man was telling one 
of the Waltham merchants about the 
Sellers-Killoran 
affair 
a Pittsfield, 


and that the merchant remembered the 
Sellers woman from having seen her 
in Lawrence. It was this which made 
him suspicious as soon as he saw the 
woman whom he claims was Mrs. 
Sellers. 


Annie Sellers, better known here by 


the name of Susie Simmons, was ar- 
rested in Pittsfield on October 14,1898, 
after having robbed jewelry stores in 
that city. The day before she had been 
in this city and in visiting nearly all 
the jewelry stores had succeeded in 
robbing Dickinson's and Barnes,' stores 
of valuable articles. She was arrested 
with Patrick Killordn. Both were held 
for the grand jury. The woman was 
put on probation last July. 
KUloran 


was sentenced to a year m jail, but as 
he was thought to be dying with con- 
sumption he was pardoned.

lio?-d included a society not to be con- 
fined t" any one conference. In the 
society ministers by the payment of a 
fixed sum annually, supplemented by 
donations, may rnaks provision for the 
lays of retirement and disability. 


Beside this a Conference Ministers' 


Widows and Orphans' society was fa- 
vored. This should b-» -imply a benev- 
o'or.t society, pr-.vioi-ng for necessitous 
cases the funds being Dro\idrd by col- 
lections, bequests, donations, etc., as 
now.
